The Foreign Policy Issue 

The current presidential campaign, now 
drawing so near a close, has been paramountly 
concerned with two issues, national defense and 
the nation’s foreign policy. Domestic politics, 
though frequently injected into the campaign, 
have actually been of small importance com- 
pared to these two main points. 

Rightfully so. To be too much concerned 
over domestic issues in the present state of 
the world would be tantamount to turning off 
the water faucets, in order to economize on 
the water bill, in a house burning to the ground. 

Remarkably enough both presidential can- 
didates are practically agreed on both these 
important issues. Both President Roosevelt and 
Wendell Willkie have repeatedly advocated 
greater aid to Britain. Both would take even 
firmer stand than in the past in opposing 
the dictator forces now ravaging the old world. 

On national defense both agree it is essen- 
tial, the only difference being that each asserts 
he is able to push the program more rapidly 
than could his opponent. 

With such remarkable agreement it is nec- 
essary, in order to evaluate the value of either 
man to the nation in this time of crisis, further 
afield than merely among our own people. 
When the issues are world-wide in the im- 
portance and interest, the views of other 
leaders, of other nations, become of great im- 
portance in helping to form our own decisions. 

It is, therefore, highly significant that, al- 
most unanimously, the nations we count as 
our friends, want to see President Roosevelt 
re-elected, while those we oppose in principle 
and in fact, want to see him defeated. 

Germany and Italy both, through officially 
inspired newspaper editorials, have repeatedly 
attacked the President and hoped that his 
opponent, Wendell Willkie, will win the United 
States election. This is not, of course, that 
they recognize a friend or fellow-traveler in 
Willkie, but merely because they have learned 
the firmness and attitude toward them of the 
President and because they know, none better, 
that many of the leading Willkie supporters, 
those who are part of his campaign organiza- 
tion and who would hold important places in 
his administration, are, isolationists and ap- 
peasers. The more “Chamberlains” there are 
in the American government family, the more 
apt is this country to play the dictators’ game 
for them. 

On the other hand, Britain and every mem- 
ber-nation of the British eommonwealth, has 
indicated its hope Prat President Roosevelt will 
be re-elected. More than this, the pro-Roose- 
yelt sentiment in: Central and Latin America 
is nearly unanimous. Those “good neighbor” 
nations to the south learned to place full con- 
fidence in President Roosevelt as their friend 
and they want to run no danger of any change 
in this country which might delay or disrupt 
the close relationships now existing and the 
plans for joint hemisphere defense now rapidly 
being pushed ahead. 

Of course, it is the American voters who 
will decide the issue on Tuesday next. | 

But, if it is any aid to any wavering ones 
in deciding how they shall vote, it is well to 
remember that the defeat of President Roose- 
velt will undoubtedly be gratifying to the Nazis 
and the Fascists, of Germany and of Italy, 
while such an outcome would bring regret and 
worry_to Britain and all her allies, as well as 
to the other nations of the American con- 


. tinents.

The Negro Vote 

There are two and a half million Negro 
voters in the United States. It is possible, 
should they all vote alike, they would not only 
decide the issue next Tuesday, in several im- 
portant states, but they would decide which 
candidate shall.be president for the next four 
years. 

The Negro vote has come in for much dis- 
cussion among politicians in recent years. Prior 
to 1936 it was axiomatic that Negroes who 
voted cast their ballots for the Republican 
ticket. 

There was, however, a great change in the 
election of four years ago. Then, realizing all 
that the New Deal had meant for their race, in 
better opportunity, better living conditions and 
a better way of life generally, the great bulk 
of that vote switched into the Democratic 
column. 

Today there is much speculation on the 
same subject. Some Republicans claim the en- 
tire vote of the race, for what reason seems 
mysterious. On the other hand there may be 
some who, misled by Republican promises and 
still reluctant to vote Democratic, will return 
to the Republican fold. 

Negroes, however, should be more vitally 
interested in the international factor in the 
presidential race than almost any others in 
America. There are, on the Republican side, 
too many “appeasers” who contend that the 
best way for America, in this changing world, 
is to be friendly with Hitler and to accept him 
as the master of Europe. These would abandon 
Britain to fate and would follow the same 
fatuous policy of “isolationism” that was tried, 
with such tragic result, by so many European 
nations; that through the policies of the 
Chamberlain government so’ nearly brought 
Britain herself to surrender. 

The Negroes of the nation should be well 
aware of this fact and the dangers inherent 
therein for their race. 

For appeasement of Hitler, triendship with 
Hitler, means friendship with and approval of 
the man who deifies his own race, who prates 
of “Nordic superiority” and who has said, of 
the Negroes, that they are “lower than the 
apes.” That is direct quotation from Hitler’s 
own words. 

What of the future for a race so sneeringly 
damned in a world which is dedicated to ap- 
peasement of, and agreement with, such as 
Hitler?

“There has never been a presidential race with 
as sensational a finish as the present,” says the 
NEW YORK HERALD TRIBUNE, and the MEM- 
PHIS COMMERCIAL APPEAL declares, “If re- 
ports from Washington are to be trusted, the 
presidential campaign this year will have a 
thriller finish of unprecedented nature. It is said 
that President Roosevelt will make his final ad- 
dress to the voters on the evening of November 4 
(tonight) and that Mr. Willkie has leased similar 
facilities immediately after, so that the Repub- 
lican candidate may reply to the President... .

Seeing “greatly increased 
strength for Willkie in the middle western states,” 
the BALTIMORE EVENING SUN believes that 
“Mr. Willkie has now hit his stride and is the 
thoroughgoing master not only of his own views 
but of the paraphernalia which surrounds any 
presidential candidate. ... So far as the Repub- 
lican campaign and Republican policies are con- 
cerned, Willkie is indisputably in charge.” And 
the NEW YORK TIMES, “without attempting to 
foresee or to predict the result of the election,” 
declares “it can be said with assurance that this 
is Mr. Willkie’s inning.” 

“The hint is that this is still a ‘hoss race,’” 
says the DES MOINES REGISTER, while the 
FORT WORTH STAR-TELEGRAM sees “The 
verbal conflict over the. validity of political 
‘polls’ as assuming “major proportions among 
the violently inspired partisans of both parties 
and, in a sense, has become a war within a war.”

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THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
ON THE HOME FRONT WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The rela- 


tionship is often rather tenuous be- 
tween the issues really involved in a national campaign and the 
issues most energetically discussed. In this campaign, the para- 
mount questions before the people are the foreign policy and de- 
fense of the United States. 

Indeed, catastrophe treads so close upon the heels of the world 
we live in that worrying about internal problems seems a little bit 
like starting downstairs after the silver when you are trapped in a 
third-floor room of a house three-quarters in flames.- Judging by 
the attitudes of their ablest advisers, both Wendell L. Willkie and 
the President are fully aware of this fact. Yet, politics being what 
they are, both have devoted much campaign time to debating issues 
which may be considered purely domestic. This secondary debate 
will probably influence many votes, particularly among conserva- 
tives and middle-of-the-roaders inclined to approve the President’s 
conduct of foreign affairs. 


IS AMERICA THROUGH? The Republicans’ choice of Wen- 


dell Willkie, and the war crisis, 
made it unnecessary for the administration to defend many sectors 
of its political front which would have been hotly attacked if such a 
man as Senator Robert A. Taft had been nominated in times of 
peace. For Willkie, refusing to follow orthodox Republican prac- 
tice, has cheerfully indorsed virtually all of the New Deal’s social 
reforms, such as the national labor relations act, and several of its 
economic experiments, such as the agricultural program. And the 
war, forcing $12,000,000,000 of defense expenditures with the almost 
unanimous approval of the electorate, has made it impossible for 
the Republicans to denounce “New Deal spending” in a really tell- 
ing way. 

Thus the comparatively serious debate of domestic issues has 
been confined to the single question: Is the New Deal economic 
philosophy right or wrong? As roughly, but reasonably accurately 
summarized by Willkie, the economic theory behind the New Deal 
is that capitalism in the United States has reached maturity, can no 
longer expand under its own power, and in normal times requires 
such stimulants as government spending to keep going. Willkie 
indignantly rejects this theory, predicting that, with a president 
enjoying the confidence of businessmen, another great economic 
forward march may be expected. As he does not propose to repeal 
any of the New Deal legislation objected to by business, it},may 
be presumed his promise simply implies an intention to create‘busi- 
ness confidence by more amiable administration of the statutes. 

_ Unfortunately, the President has not squarely locked horns with 
his adversary in defense of his economic philosophy, preferring 
merely to rehearse the great improvements in the country’s internal 
affairs since he took office. Moreover, neither Willkie nor the 
President has chosen to give the people his picture of the future of 
American free capitalism after the wag when the world at worst 
will be enslaved and at best in ruins, when the country will be 
saddled with a public debt larger than the greatest sum mentioned 
by conservatives as sure to cause bankruptcy, and when the defense 
program will inevitably have brought large areas of business direct- 
ly under government control. Even the more serious domestic de- 
bate has therefore seemed a trifle unreal.

, handed out in any political campaign, it 


has the dreadful sound of strange shouts heard in a dream. Both 
sides have been equally guilty of handing it out. 

The more extreme Republican talk of the President’s dictatorial 
ambitions has been neatly matched by the Democrats’ babble about 
Willkie’s desire to appease Hitler, when his every speech contains 
a re-assertion of his desire to aid Britain. The Democrats’ dis- 
semination of poison-pen stuff about Willkie’s German ancestry is 
on a par with the Republicans’ busy circulation of cards bearing a 
picture of the President smiling for the photographers while sign- 
ing the draft bill, with the inscription, “He even laughs when he 
calls the boys to war.” 

There has been a lot of such stuff in the campaign, and some 
of it, such as the behind-the-scenes Republican appeals to the Irish, 
German and Italian votes, may prove pretty effective. The quality 
of it all is nicely summed up in the great current excitement over 
the Negro vote. The White House, finding the Negroes straying 
from the fold, ostentatiously appointed a Negro general. The Re- 
publicans, staggering from this dreadful blow, were suddenly 
rescued from their despair when the President’s secretary, Stephen 
Early, irritably kicked a Negro policeman who was trying to keep 
him off the Presidential train at New York’s Pennsylvania station. 

At the present writing, both parties are screaming their appeals. 
to the unhappy Negroes in a high state of political abandon, the 
Democrats pointing to their general, the Republicans calling the 
Democrats habitual kickers of the colored race. Some Democrats 
and not a few Republicans, say that the Harlem districts, and 
therefore New York, may be swung over by Early’s contretemps.

Unpublished 
Willkie Article 


One of the most interesting 
sidelight stories on the presiden- 
tial campaign is to be found in 
the November 2 issue of The Na- 
tion, well-known magazine pub- 
lished in New York. It concerns 
a story for that publication, sup- 
posedly written by Wendell Will- 
kie, the Republican candidate for 
the presidency, which had to be 


“yanked” out of the magazine at! 
the last moment before going to) 


press. Because the Willkie cam- 
paign organization requested the 
“vanking.” 

The full story behind the un- 
published article is told, however, 
by Freda Kirchway, editor. She 
explains why Willkie reneged at 
the last moment. 

It seems that Raymond Leslie 
Buell, who resigned from the staff 
of Fortune magazine to become a 
Willkie aide in the campaign, 
asked, last summer, if The Nation 
would be willing to publish an 
article by Mr. Willkie, explaining 
his position on questions of par- 
ticula? interest to Nation readers. 
The editors of The Nation prompt- 
ly said “Yes.” 

It was then suggested that, in 
order to add to interest in the 
forthcoming article, that The Na- 
tion list those particular points 
and questions with which the lib- 
eral type of thought which reads 
The Nation would be most inter- 
ested. The Willkie organization 
agreed and the list of points to be 
covered was sent to them. 


After Long 
Delay 

After a long delay, due chiefly 
to sickness of Mr. Buell, the mag- 
azine was advised the article had 
been mailed. There was just time 
to get it in the final issue before 
election day, this issue of Novem- 
ber 2. 


So, The Nation, in good faith,. 


advertised the forthcoming article, 
both on its own back cover and 
in The New Republic. 


The article was received, head- 
ed with the by-line “By Wendell 
Willkie.” It was put in type and 
locked in the forms, ready for the 
press. 


Then, at the last moment, came 
telegrams and telephone messages 
from the Willkie campaign train, 
begging that the article be “killed” 
and not published. 


Of course, the editors of The 
Nation complied with the request, 
though it meant a vast amount of 
work against time to remake the 
magazine after the five full pages 
occupied by the Willkie article 
had to be made over. 


Explanations 
Received 
Explanations for. the sudden 
change were, of course, received 
from the Willkie entourage by 
The Nation. . 


A telegram from Russell Daven- 
port, of the Willkie campaign or- 
ganization, sent from the train, 
read “this material cannot be re- 
leased or advertised since it has 
not had the benefit of Mr. Will- 
kie’s attention or approval and I 
cannot say whether the answers 
express his views.” 


Of course, it had already been 
extensively advertised. 
fact, already been put in type and 
made up in the magazine pages. 
So, The Nation wired offering to 
make any changes desired if re- 
ceived not later than QYlonday. 

More telegrams from Daven- 
port. Finally, a telephone call 
from Mr. Buell, accepting all the 
blame and saying the article 
would have to be taken out be- 
cause “nobody had been able to 
show it to Mr. Willkie.” 

The Nation sent one more wire, 
pointing out the explanation did 
not reflect credit on Willkie or 
his organization. Buell agreed to 
this, but a final telegram from 
Davenport repeated the refusal to 
permit publication.

Pilate it was, I think, who first asked 
that most disturbing of all questions— 
“What is truth?” 


A gentleman from south Georgia writes to ask why I, of all peo- 
ple, should ignore-the truth about the third term. Washington, nom 
said; opposed it. And Jefferson followed. 5 

Well, truth to tell, Washington did not oppose the third ‘term. 
Indeed, he said nothing about it. Not at any time. He was weary, 
sick and would not have had another term under any circumstances. 
He retired to his farm. Washington was sick, and suffered many 
years of his late life, from bad teeth. He even carved out a set of 
wooden teeth with little springs to make ‘the plates fly open, and 
tried wearing them. That, of course, is incidental. But he did not 
oppose a third term. He did not want a second, so miserable had 
he been. : 

What about Jefferson? 

That’s the proper man for you. He did say he did not think a 
third term should be had. He favored a single term of seven years. 
A third term was offered to him. The legislature of the state of 
Georgia was one group which offered him its vote and support for 
a third term. He refused it. 

That’s true. But— 

Also true is the fact that Jefferson said there were certain cir- 
cumstances which would make him accept a third term. 

What were they? 3 

“Any such division about a successor as might bring in a mon- 
archist.” 

By “monarchist” Jefferson meant a “Federalist.” The Federal- 
ists wanted to make Washington a king and Hamilton, until the day 
he died, regretted he failed in that mission. He got us a constitu- 
tion and we would not have had it when we did had it not been 
for him. But it should be reealled it contained no bill of rights. 
— fought, and won, those: They had to be added by amend- 
ment, 

Jefferson would have taken a third term if it meant keeping out 
one opposed to his theories of government. 


NO TROUBLE AT ALL Jefferson did not think such an emer- 


gency would be possible. 

Indeed, it was impossible for a “Federalist” or “monarchist” t 
be his successor. He was able to dictate the choice of James 
Madison, a man of Jefferson’s own social philosophy. Jefferson 
said that Madison was “eminently qualified as a safe depositary 
and by the endowments of integrity, understanding and experience.” 

The nation today faces a critical situation, one of the most critical 
of its entire history. It easily is as serious as the situation which 
caused the ailing and weary Washington to consent to a second 
term, which he did not want, and equally as serious as the situation 
existing at the time when Jefferson said he would be a candidate for 
a third term is he believed there was a possibility of a “monarchist,” 
or Federalist, being elected. What would Jefferson say today? No 
ome can answer for sure. 

The third-term tradition is not a tradition of the people. No 
president, until Roosevelt, has ever been before the people as 
third-term candidate. Theodore Roosevelt, who had been elected 
but once and who had served a part of another, is the nearest can- 
didate until the present Roosevelt’s campaign. 

What many people have not remembered is that on next January . 
20, Franklin D, Roosevelt will have been President only about five ° 
months longer than was Theodore Roosevelt. He will have served 
the shortest two-term period of any President in our history. This 
is because of the change wrought by the twentieth amendment to . 
the constitution which set the beginning of the term at January 20 
instead of March 4. : 

It has been determined that if Teddy Roosevelt had been elected | 
for his third term he would have served a total of 11 years and six 
months. If Roosevelt is elected and serves his term he will have 
served 11 years 10% months. 

Yet many of those who wildly supported Teddy now oppose Mr. ~ 
Roosevelt on the basis of “too long a period of service.” 

What is truth? And what did Jefferson say?—-and mean? 


DICTATORSHIPS I do not see how anyone, looking at history, 


can say we are in danger of a dictatorship 
if Roosevelt wins. I simply cannot see any basis for the argument. 

We were nearest a dictatorship when Herbert Hoover, peering 
fearfully from behind the White House curtains because hungry and 
desperate veterans of the World War were camped near by, decided 
to call on the bayonets of the Army to drive them forth. We. 
might have had a dictatorship had Hoover been starting his term * 
when 1929 and 1930 came along. He was a very fearful man 
when people were asking for food. 

We can know about dictators only what we know. 

Germany got a dictator when her government fell and was 
unable to care for the welfare of the people. A starving, dis- 
organized, jobless people took a dictator as something better than . 
what they had. ; 

In Italy a strong man, heading a band of desperate “Black 
Shirts,” as Hitler had headed his “Brown Shirts,” took over when - 
the Italian government had failed. 

Our government was near collapse, our way of life was in * 
imminent danger in-1931. . Everyone admits it. We got a man who | 
kept every function of free government going by his very will and 
personality. He gave the people hope and inspiration and faith in . 
their democratic way of government. . 

The people make dictators. And to say that now, with perhaps - 
the most intense interest in an election we have ever had, that we _ 
are on the verge of dictatorship; that our liberties are in danger, 
seems to me the wildest sort of fantasy. : 

The people will decide things—not Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Willkie.

Fleming Warns 
Employers On 
Wage-Hour Act

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(P)— 
Colonel Philip B. Fleming, wage- 
hour administrator, said in a 
statement today that employers 
who paid their workers the same | 
salary for a 42-hour week now 
that they paid prior to October 24 
were violating the Lahor Stand- 
ards Act even though they made 
“a show of compliance through 
bookkeeping manipulations.” 

The standard week for workers 
employed in interstate commerce 
was reduced on October 24 from 
42 to 40 hours, with time and one- 
half pay required for all hours 
worked above the 40-hour limit.

Britain Started Vast Con- 
struction Shortly Be- 
fore Conflict. 


By United Press. 

Shortly before the outbreak of 
War, expert analysis of available 
information indicated that Britain 
and France had more than twice 
as much naval power as Germany 
and Italy. 

The advantages was limited by 
the far-flung protective distribu- 
tion of the British and French | 
fleets. . 

Since then the naval strength of 
powers entering the war has been 
subjected to closest secrecy. Ad- 
ditionally complicating the situa- 
idly expanding naval construction 
programs. 

In the year preceding the start 
of the war, Britain launched an 
unprecedented naval building pro- 
gram that included the construc- 
tion or projected construction of 
more than 135 fighting ships with 
an aggregate displacement of some 
612,000. tons. 

The approximate tonnage as be- 
tween the totalitarian and anti- 
totalitarian powers in August, 
1939, before the war censorship 
was clamped down, was: Britain, 
2,100,000; Germany, 550,000; Italy, 
700,000; and France, 800,000. 

The disposition of the French 
fleet, part of its seized by Britain, 
part sunk in battles, part under 
Axis sway, added still another 
imponderable to any comparison 
of present strength. 

At the start of the war Britain 
was reported to have 15 battle- 
ships and battle cruisers, 7 aircraft 
carriers, 15 heavy cruisers, 43 
other cruisers, 175 destroyers and 
57 submarines. 

The latest tabulation of British 
_ losses, as admitted by the admir- 
alty and taken to be undisputed, 
showed 35 destroyers, 52 trawlers, 
18 submarines, 15 minesweeping 
‘trawlers, 7 converted cruisers, 3 
cruisers, 1 battleship, 2 aircraft 
carriers and numerous smaller 
craft. 

Germany’s naval strength at the 
start of the war was listed as 2 
battleships, 3 pocket battleships, | 
2 heavy cruisers, 6 other cruisers, | 
' 22 destroyers and 71 submarines. 

The German naval losses, cloud- 
ed by censorship and conflicting | 


claims, lately added up as 10 de- i 


stroyers, 14 auxiliary ships, three 
cruisers, six submarines, one tor- 
pedo boat and one pocket battle- 
ship.

“Mask Ideal 


For Use 
In Home 
Emergencies 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The mask described the other 
day, as commonly used by sur- 
geons and others in the operaiing 
room, is simple to make—stitch 
together not less than ten layers 
of Sauze (washed cheese cloth) 
having a mesh of 32 threads to 
the inch, in an oblong 4 by 8 
inches, and to each corner sew a 
tape. Wear the mask covering 
nose and mouth, tying one pair of 
tapes together over the ears be- 
hind the head, the other under the 
ears behind the neck. Ordinary 
laundering, that is, washing with 
soap and hot water and ironing 
(sterilizing), is sufficiént to keep 
the mask in use until it is worn 
out. 

Owing to sophomoronic ques- 
tioning of the efficacy of such a 
mask, it may be well to mention 
that the purpose of the mask is to 
stop or catch the spray droplets 
which shoot forth from the mouth 
during conversation and so to pre- 
vent transfer of such droplets 
(perhaps germ-laden) from _ the 
worker to the client or vice versa. 
Incidentally, if the mask is re- 
moved and then put on again, 
care should be taken to keep the 
outside outside. To this end the 
mask should be marked on one 
Side so that the wearer may al- 
Ways wear it right side out. 

Such a mask is not too com- 
fortable to wear for hours or all 
day. It is ideal, however, for 
temporary or emergency use in 
the home, when it is necessary to 
be in contact with or to nurse a 
member of the family coming 
down with cri. 

For those rendering personal 
service—nose and throat special- 
ists or physicians examining and 
treating patients with throat 
trouble, oculists, optometrists, op- 
ticians, dentists, hairdressers, bar- 
bers— there is the transparent 
mask devised by Dr. L. Jd.
